submarine Grunion had been over- 
due in the Pacific for some time 
and must be presumed lost. 


The Gunion, launched at G r o- 


lon, Conn., last December 22, was 
Manncrt L. Abelc, 39, of Quincy 
Mass. 


The brief navy communique did 
not say how many men w e r e 
aboard the submarine, but vessels 
o£ this class — 1,526 tons — carry 
a normal complement of approxi- 
mately 05 men. 


This waslhe fifth submarine re- 
ported lost by the navy since the 
war began — two, the Shark and 
the Perch, were presumed l o s t 
by enemy action when long over- 
due m the western and southwest- 
ern Pacific areas; the S - 20 was 
lost in a collision off Panama and 
H10 .Sca.
